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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 



The present volume of the Catalogue of Indian Coins contains 
the description of the issues of the Kings of Bengal, Jaun- 
pur^ Gujar&t, and the other Muhammadan States that arose, 
for the most part, on the decay of the power of Dehli under 
the successors of Muhammad Ibn Taghlak, and generally 
came to an end in the struggles that resulted in the empire 
of Akbar. 

The transliteration of Arabic and Indian names of persons 
and places in this volume is in accordance with the latest 
official system of the Indian Government. 

The metal of each specimen is stated, and its size in 
inches and tenths of inches. The weight of the gold and 
silver examples is given in English grains. Tables for con- 
verting grains into grammes, and inches into millimetres 
as well as into the measures of Mionnet's scale, are given at 
the end of the volume. 

A comparative table of the years of the Hijrah and of the 
Christian £ra has been added with a view to facilitating 
reference to the standard works on Indian history where the 
European computation is adopted. 

Typical specimens are figured in the twelve plates, which

are executed by the autotype mechanical process from casts 
in plaster. 

The work lias been written by Mr. Stanley Lane-Poole, 
and I have carefully revised it throughout, save in the 
ease of the N&gari inscriptions^ which have been collated by 
Mr. Gardner.

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As Indian historian records that Muhammad Ibn Taghluk 
reigfoed over HiDdust&u, Gujarat, MaWah, the Mahratta 
country, Telin^na, Kampila, Dw^ra-Samundra, Ma'bar, 
Lakhnautt, Satgaon, Son&rgion, and Tirhut, When the 
emperor B&bar arrived in India, two centuries later, he Tound, 
ue be states in his Memoirs, (ive Mithammadun and two Hiudii 
dynasties contending over the fragments of that vast empire. 
The five Muslim powers were the Afghans of Dehli, the kings 
of Gujarat and Malwah, Nasmt Shih of BengaJ, and the 
BalimanJB of the Dekhan ; while the Hindu princes were the 
Rajah of Bijanagar, and the R&na Sanka of Cbitor. It is 
witli the coinages of the Muhammadan dynasties that thus arose 
on the decay of the empire of Muhammad ibn Taghlak that the 
present volume is concerned. It includes the coinage of all 
the Muhammudan dynasties that became independent during 
the domination of the Sulttins of Dchli, and came to an end 
either at the hands of those Sultfina, or more generally in the 
great consolidation of India under Akbnr. Thus the early 
rulers of Sind, Kubachah and the like, are included, as being 
contemporary with the Dehli sovereigns ; but the major part 
of the volume is occupied with those dynasties which arose in 
the feebleness of Dehli about the middle of the lith century 
of our Era, and terminated, either under Sher Shah or Akbar, 
in the J6th century. 

A table of these dynasties is given on the following puge. 
It will be seen that the number of important dynasties in the

Of the first seven of these dynasties, the British Museum 
possesses numerous coins : of the last six, only a few specimens 
of the Golconda coinage, and the imitations of the old L&r hook- 
money which the 'Adil-Sh&his of Bijapiir stamped with their 
titles. 

I. BENGAL. 

The issues of the Bengal governors and kings come first, as 
being at once the earliest and the most numerous and im- 
portant of these several series. 

The chronology of the governors and independent kings of 
Bengal ofiers many difiicnlties. The history of the rulers of 
Dehli is recorded by several annalists, who, if they do not 
always agree in their statements, and do not always give all 
the information we require, yet present on the whole a detailed 
and fairly accurate account of the dynasties whose annals the 
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jiTL'scrve. But for the liistory of the Bengal kiugJom we have 
only secondary Eoui'ces aud incidental remarks. "Nizftm-ad- 
i]jii Alimail, who served Akbar as Bakshi, the friend and 
jirotector of the historian Badiioni, is the first writer that gives, 
iu his TabaMt-i-Akbari, which were completed in 1590, a 
short connected account of the independent kings of Bengal 
from 133S to 1538. For the time between 1203 and 133S we 
depend on incidental remarks made by Dehli writers, as 
MinAiij-i-SinrJ, BaranS, and Afif. Ferishtnh, who fiourishcd 
in the beginning of the 17th century, lias a chapter on the 
same period as NizAm : but, though he gives a little more, it 
seems that he used the same at present unknown source as tlie 
aatlior of the Tal/aiiU-i-JibaTi. But there can be no doubt 
that this source was a work dtfcclive in chronology and 
meagru in details. Ferishtah also cites a hiBtorical compo- 
sition by one HAjji Muhammad of Kandah&r, of which no copy 
is at present known to exist. The latest writer on Beii^ul 
history is GhulAm Ilusiiin of Zaidpur, poetically styled Salim, 
who composed his li'^iii-as-Suldliit, or the "Gardens of 
Kings/' at the request of Mr. George Udney of Maldah. This 
work, the title of which contains iu the numerical value of 
theletters thedflteof its completion (a.ii. U02 or a.d. 1787-S) 
ig rare, but is much prized as being the fullest account in 
Persian of the Muhammadan history of Bengal, which the 
author brings down to his own time. From a comparison of 
his work with that of Ferishtah it is evident that fur the early 
portion he has used books which are likewise unknown at 
present, and it is unfortunate thatbis preface gives no informa- 
tiou on this jwint. His additional source, it is true, cannot 
have been a work of considerable size : yet he gives valuable 
dates, which are often confirmed by collateral evidence." 
The series of essayp,* from which the foregoing account of 

' by n.ni«.'iiiuiiiiu. M.A., or 
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tbe historical materiab for the chronolc^y of the kings of 
Bengal is taken, supplies the best corrective to the meagre and 
contradictory data of the histories. The late Dr. Blochmann 
was a keen collector of inscriptions, and the manner in which 
he has brought the evidence of maral and numismatic 
records to bear upon many obscure points in Bengal chro- 
nology is masterly. Now and then we may be compelled to 
differ from his readings of the coins^ but it is seldom indeed 
that we shall have reason to differ from his historical 
conclusions. A comparison of the following table of the 
ascertained dates of the various rulers of Bengal, derived 
from inscriptions and coins, (which is compiled from Dr. 
Blochmaun's papers, with a few additions from the British 
Museum and other cabinets,) will show how faulty is the 
dynastic list given in Marsden's (original) Numtsmafa 
Orienlalia, which has hitherto been the standard authority, 
and which was even adopted in so careful a work as Mr. 
Thomas's edition of Prinsep's Useful Tables. 

It is not necessary to begin the table with the earliest 
names in the list of Bengal governors, for up to the time of 
the Balbani Kai-Kdus we are almost wholly dependent upon 
the notices of the historians, and principally of Ibn-Batutah ; 
whose statements, however, when at a later period they can 
be tested by coins and inscriptions, prove much more trust- 
worthy than those of other narrators of Bengal events. 
Coins of Ghiyas-ad-din 'Iwaz, of a.h. 616, 617, and 620 
ixist, and then ensues a long interval till the time of Firoz 
Shah I. Tlie only inscription previous to the time of Kai- 
Kuus noticed by Dr. Blochmann is one of Tughril of a.u. G40.

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The foregoing table of the lapidary and numismatic evidence 
for the dates of the kings of Beng^ establishes most of the 
chronology within very narrow limits of error. Although 
cases are known of coin-dates which cannot be reconciled with 
established facts of history, and notably instances of misleading 
posthumous issues, the presumption is always in favour of 
numismatic evideuce. There is seldom a motive for falsifying 
the date of a coin, and the name of a king who existed only 
in the future would not lead to the acceptance of a coin in 
the market. Coins as against MSS. may perhaps always be 
trusted ; and when, as in the present case, they are uni- 
formly confirmed by the mural inscriptions of the rulers, 
which can hardly be accused of false dates, the combined 
numismatic and mural evideuce is overwhelming. There are, 
however, some points of obscurity even in the detailed 
records thus supplied. An examination of the ascertained 
coin-dates shows that in several instances two kings were issu- 
ing coins at the same time, though no such parallelism is 
observable in the inscriptions. Examples of this coincidence 
in dates are seen in the contemporary issues of 'AH and Ily&s 
Sh&hs on the one hand, and Mub&rak Shah on the other. 
Here the mints recorded on the coins show that the cause of 
this apparent overlapping of dates was the division of the 
government of Bengal into the two rival sovereignties of 
Eastern and Western Bengal, in the former of which 
Mubarak Shah seems to have held sway, while 'Ali and 
Ily&s held the west, until the latter united both divisions in 
753. Sikandar Sh&h, again, issued coins in 750—754, during 
his father Ily&s's life ; and A'zam Sh&h, who is known to have 
been in continual rebellion against his father Sikandar, is 
said to have issued numerous coins in his own name during a 
great part of the latter's reign : but here it must be repeated 
that it is difficult to distinguish between o«*9«' itnd CH'^ on 
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the badly executed coins of Bengal, and no example in the 
British Museum can be definitely attributed to any of the 
Berenties. 

After the death of A'zam Sh&b in 799, or rather after the 
lust kDOWD issue of coins in bis name in that year, there 
fullowa a somewhat iincertain period in Bengal ehronology. 
Coins of his son Hamzah give the date 799 and also the unit 
4, which may indeed stund for 804^, as Dr. Blochmann 
assumed, but might equally well be another example of 
contemporaneous issues, (of which we have seen so many 
instanees,) and have been struck in 79-t. The Mhjaz says 
that A'zam Shah reigned sixteen years, five months, and 
three days. If this be taken from the last coin date of 
Sikandar Shdh, 792, we have A'zam Sh^h reigning till 808 
or 809, A coin hearing his name, which Dr. Blochmann 
assumed to he a posthumous issue, has the date 81'^. 
Except that this gives an abnormally long reign to A'zam 
Sh4h, there is no reason for treating it as jrosthumous. He 
might have struck coins during forty years, from 77i to 812. 
Still the long break in his coinage between 779 and S]2 
is snspicious, when we uote the regularity of his issueB from 
790 to 799; and the 799 coin of Hamzah, if it be not a 
contemporaneous issue, is also ia the way of so long a reign. 
It is of course possible that A'zam 8hah continued to reign 
till 812, and that his son Hamzah struck the 799 contem- 
poraueously with him, and the Jjr4 coin in 814, contem- 
poraneously with the issues of Bayazid Shah, which range 
from 812 to 816 ; but all that can he safely advanced is that 
some time between 799 and 812 A'zam Shah died, Hamzah 
reigned {ten or three years, aceoiding to different historians), 
and Shams-ad-diD, son of Hamzah, sat on the throne for 
some months over three years. All the^e statemenls in the 
bisturies about the length of rcigus, however, must bo 
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treated with reserve, inasmuch as they are frequently dis- 
crepant^ and the authority that gives the length of Shams- 
ad-din's reign says that he died in the impossible year 788. 
It should be added that Dr. Blochmann's assumption of the 
posthumous character of the A'zam Sh&h coin of 812 is 
supported by the fact that such coins are common in the 
Dehli kingdom at this time, when India was in a state of 
great confusion in consequence of Timur's invasion. If we 
base our chronology on the 799 coin of Hamzah, we must 
suppose A'zam Sh&h to have died in 799; and allowing Hamzah 
to have reigned ten years, 799 — 809, we shall have room for 
Shams-ad-dm's supposed three years' reign before B&yazid's 
coin of 812. 

With Rajah Kans, zamlndar of Bhaturiah, who is stated 
to have dethroned and killed Shams-ad -din, we come upon 
another difficulty. He was a Hindu : and this disposes of the 
hypothesis that the coins bearing the name of Bdyazid Sh&h, 
which coincide with the dates at which Kans may be supposed 
to have reigned, were his issues under a new throne-name, for 
they contain Muhammadan formulas which could not have 
been adopted by a Hindu. Nor is it likely that a Rajah whom 
the historians report to have been all powerful would have 
suffered a rival to strike coins in his neighbourhood. We 
must therefore agree with Dr. Blochmann in assuming that 
Bayazld Shdh was a puppet king set up by the great 
Rajah. The last date on the coins of Bayazid Sliiih is 
81G; the first coin of Jalal-ad-din Muhammad Shah, the 
converted son of Rujah Kans, bears the date 818; so tiiere is 
not much room left for error in the succession. After this, 
the dates become more satisfactory. Muhammad Shah's 834 
coin and his son Ahmad's issue of 836 leave little scope for 
mistakes ; and though the histories say that Ahmad reigned 



eixtecD or eighUien years, wliiuh would briti" Jiim into the 
aecertaioeJ datos of Mahmiid Shdh I., tlierii is no reason for 
sniipoRiug thnt the annuliBts, who have ao ofLen been proved 
wrong, ehould he right in this instance. 

The coins and iDscriptions fill up the dates of the rcBtoied 
House of Ilyits Shiih Eatisfactorily. One inscri])tioa of Bitrbak 
Sh^ is indeiBd dated within Mahmud's reign, but, as he is 
styled Malik and not Sultan, it is clearly no assertion of 
independence, Sikandar Sh^h II. is recorded to have siit on 
the throne for but a day or two, ao it is not surprising thnt 
there should be no monuments of his ephemeral rule. 

Tlie Abyssinian or Habshi House (derived from the Abys- 
sinian guard imported by Barbak Shdh), with the esception 
of the first ruler, the eunuch Sultan Shahzadah BArhak, is 
also satisfactory in its numismatic and lapidary data, with the 
fieeption that the brief reign of Mahmud Shfih 11. is im- 
perfectly rejiresL'nted. As, however, the last date of liis pre- 
decessor Firoz Bh&h II. is 895, and the first of his successor 
MuzaSai' Shah la 896, there cau be but a small margin for error. 

The monuments of the Hueaini dynasty are numerous, and 
provide all the necessary chronological data, with the exception 
of the year of accession of Nasrat SliAh. The historians, who 
generally call this king Nosib Slidh, give as usual varions 
periods of duration to his reign, from eleven to sixteen years. 
The dates on the coins of Nasrat Sliah are peculiarly liable to 
misreading- In Dr. Bloehmann's engraved examjiles 1 vead 
certainly 925 where hts roads 9ii, and what he reads di3 1 
can only mal;e9i)3. One coin described by Dr. Biuchmaiin has 
the date 9^2 : but it may possibly be really 9^12, as the f and ^ 
are often difficult to distinguish on these ill-executed coins, 
Disregnrding this piece, the earliest coins of Nasrat Sh^li in 
the British Museum and in Dr, Bhichmanii's papei-s are dated 
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925 ; and the latest inscription of HuBain Shih bears the same ' 
date. It eeems reasonablp, therefore) to assame that this year 
marks the decease of Husain and the succession of Nosrat Sh&h. 
I>r. Blochmann, basing hie opinion on the statements ■ 
historians that Husain died in 9S7, inclines to that date ( 
9£9 for the accession of Nasrat; but the testimony of the'1 
historians is so generally untrustworthy in Bengal affairs, that 
it may safely be set aside in this instance. Provisionally, and 
in the ahfencc of later dates of Husain Shah, the accession of 
Kasrat Sh&h may be jdaced in the year 925. Tlic evidence of 
coins and inscriptions shows that he did not reign beyond 939, 
when the accession of Fir62 Shih III. is definitely establisheC 
The coins of Mahmud III. begin, in the British Museum, i 
the year 933, when Nasrat Sbdh was still reigning. This i 
only another instance of the existence of two or more contem- 
porary sovereigns in Bengal. Ferishtah says that Nosrat (oi 
as he calls him Nasib) ShAh died in 943 (which is clearly i 
mistake), and was succeeded by "Mahmud, a Bengal! nobis; 
man ; " and the Riyat-et-Salalfit states that when Firoz (IH-jj 
had ni'gned three(?) year9,"Sultr»n Mahmud of Bengal, o 
the eighteen sons of Husain ShAh, who bad been raised 1 
Naerut Shtlh to the poeition of an Am!r, and who during I 
life of Nasmt Sliiih had bei-ti treated as such, found an opp( 
tuuity and killed Fir6z Shfth, and ascended the throne oT 
royally among the heirs of his father."* Tliis seems lo 
indicate that Mahmud enjoyed some sort of authority during 
the reign of Nasrat Sii&h ; and the coins of 033 are probably 
the symbols of such authority. Hie/eal retgn began in 989 ; 
but his partial sovereignty may lie daletl ftom 933. 

^'ilh rcKpect to llie Afgbin ])eriod, i.e. that following 
Sb£r ShAh's cunquest of Bengal in 944, refeixince must in the_ 
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first place be made to the Catalogue of (he Coins uf the 
SttlUmg of Dthli, p. 105 ff., where the Bengal issues of Sh6r 
Shall and Islam Shah will be found described. Of the minor 
rulers of Bengiil belongiog to this race, the present volume 
contains a dated specimen of Muhammad Sur, of 962, 
apparently struck at Arakan and four dated coins of 
Bahadur Sliah, ranging from 965 to fl67j and thus con- 
firming the statements of the historians. The coins of Daud 
Shih of the KarAranl dynasty unfortunately offer no date. 

The following chronological table, abridged from Dr. Bluch- 
mann's third paper, will he useful in studying this complicated

While the coins may almost be said to create the chronology 
of the rulers of Bengal, their bearing on geography is also 
important, for they preserve the names of many cities which 
have since disappeared. The geography of Bengal has been 
investigated with great learning and patience by the late Dr. 
Blochmann, and what is to be said here is mainly based upon 
his researches,* together with the dates supplied by Sir Henry 
Elliot's invaluable History of India as told by its own Ilistorians^ 
edited by Professor Dowson, and the works of Mr. Thomas, 
notably the Initial Coinage of Bengal, The original posses- 
sions of the Muhammadans in Bengal were confined within 
comparatively narrow limits. Muhammad Bakhtiydr con- 
quered but a portion of the province, chiefly that part which 
lay around his capital Lakhnauti (Gaur). In the early part 
of the eighth century of the Hijrah (7£4,) under Taghlak Shdh, 
Sondrg&on and S&tg4on became seats of Muhammadan

governors, and tlie name " Bang&iah " was applied to tlie 
three divisions of Laklinauti, SoDargaon, and Sdtgaon. 
FlrDzabnd, which is identified with Panduab, north of 
Maldah, now became the capita! of the triple province. Id 
A.H.SGO Mahnaud Shah transferred the seat of government 
hiK-k to Lakhnauti, whieh was now first called Gaur. Gaur 
remained the capital uatil Sulaiinan Karaiaoi transferred the 
seal of authority to Taudah after the death of T^ Khdn in 972, 
a change which is confirmed in an (ntereating manner Ly the 
coin no. 160. 

The invakiable rent-roll of Todai- Mull in 990 (1582) divides 
Bengal into ninet«en Sirkai-s and 682 Mahulla ; and this 
division probably represents a system that liud been established 
long before that date. The following is a list of the nineteen 
Sirk&rs :^ 

A, Siridrs A'orlk and Eatt of the Ganffet. 

1. 5. LiikAnattli, or Jaunatabad, (G6 mahalls,) extending 
from Toliargarhi (Colgong) along the northern banks of 
the River Ganges, and luclnding a few mahalls belonging to 
Bh&galpur and Purniah, and ueai'ly all tbe Maldah district. 

2. S. Piimiah (9) — the greater and ehielly westerly portion 
uf the present district of Purniah, as far as the R. Mahananda. 

3. S. TajpuT (29)— Eastern Purniah, B. of the R. Mahan- 
anda, and Western Dinajpiii-. 

4. S. PanJraA (21) — the greater part of the Dinajpur district, 

5. 5. Ghoriighdt (S8) — portions of Din5jp&r, Rangpur, and 
Ragur^ (Boghraii) districts, as far as the R. Brahmaputra. 

6. 5. Bdrbaki'ihdd (38) — from S. Lakhnauti along the B, 
Podda to Bagura, comprising portions of Mdldah, Dindjpur, 
and a large part of RajshAhi and Bagnri, 

7. S. Baziiha (32) — from S. 6 across the R. Brahmaputra 
into Silhat, comprising portions of Rajsbah i, Bagura, Pabn4, 
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Maimansingh, and reaching south a little beyond Dh&k6 
(Dacca). 

8. S. SilAat (8)— adjacent to 7, chiefly E. of the R. Surmi- 

9. S. Sondrgaon or Sanndrg&on (52) — both sides of the R. 
M^fna and Brahmaputra, comprising part of Western 
Tiparah, Bhalu&, and No4kh&li. 

10. 5. Chdtgdon or Chittagong (7).

11. 5. Sdtgdon (53)— chiefly the modem district of the 
twenty-four parganahs to the B. Kabadak^ Western Nadiy&^ 
South-western Murshiddb&d, south to Hatidgarh below 
Diamond Harbour, including Calcutta, with some land 
between the B. Hugli and the Saraswati. 

12. S. Mahmuddbdd (88) — northern Nadiya, northern Jesar 
(Jessore), and western Faridpdr. 

13. 8. Khalifataidd (35), — southern Jessore and western 
B&kirganj. 

14. 8. Fathabdd (3) — a small portion of Jessore, almost all 
Faridpiir, southern B&kirganj, portions of Dh&k&, and islands 
at mouth of the B. Megna. 

15. 8. Bakld (4), or Isma'ilpiir, N.E. of 14, portions of the 
B&kirganj and Dhdka districts. 

C. 8irkdr8 8outh of the Ganges and West of the HiigU. 

16. 8. Audambar, or Tandah (52) — the greater part of 
Murshidab&d district and portions of Birbhum. 

17. 8. 8hari/dbdd (26)— south of 16, remainder of Birbhfim, 
and a large portion of Bardw&n district. 

.18. 8, Sulaimandbdd (31) — a few southern parganahs in 

Nadiy&y Bardwdn, and the whole north of the Hiigli district. 

19. 8, Maddran (16) — extending in a semicircle from 
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NAgor in weBt«rn Birbhiitn over R4niganj along the Damfi- 
dor to above Bardwan, and thence over Khand Ghash, 
Jahinilbad, Chandrakona, to Mandalgb^t at the mouth of 
tbe R. RupnArSyan.* 

The names of several of tbese Sirkira are retiuiied ia the 
mints inscribed on tbe coinage. In one or two instances tlie 
mint may represent the Sirkar itself, and not any town 
particularly, but as a rule they stand for the towns from 
which the Sirk^re were named. The Bengal mints enume- 
rated by Mr. Thomas were seven in number, — Lukhnauti, 
FfrozAbad, Sotgiion, Son&rgaon, Mu'azzamabdd, Slialir-i-Nau, 
(jhiy^pur; to which Dr. B loch man n added Fatbabad, Husain- 
6,hid, Khalffat&b&d, MuzaSor&bad ; and these eleven I am 
able to increase to sixteen by the mints of Cljutgfion, Mab- 
miidibad, Mubammad^b^d, Arakan (?), Tandah, and what 
I take to be Rhotaspur, from coins in the British Museum. 
Two other names that occur on the coins are probably merely 
epithets applied to one or other of the preceding mints. 
Jannatflbad, or " Paradise-town," is a name for LakhnautI 
(Gaur) ; and in spite of Dr. Blocbmann's assertion that Gaur 
waa never called by this name till the time of Humiiyun, the 
coins present several unmistakable examples of >l^li.^ as 
early as tbe year 7D0. Nasrativbad, again, seems to have 
been a new name for Husainabad. Indeed, although Dr. 
Blochmann says that Husainabjid was probably near Gaur, 
I also conjectures that Nasratdhad was in the same 
Kiurbood, or perhaps was an epithet of Ghoragbat), I 
f no means convinced that it was not merely a, temporary 
epithet applied by Husain Shah to his capital, Gaur, and 
that Kis eon Nasrat ShAh followed his example by substi- 
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lilting: I'is own name. On the same principle, Malimud&b&d'l 
and Muhamina<!ab(id (which is the true reading on No9.ISi6and 
153, andnotiisDr. Blochmann would have it, Matimiidaliad), 
may perhaps be ooly synonyms for other towns Firoz&bad or 
Fatbdbad, or a quarter of Gaur, just as Shalir-i-Nuii, or 
"New-town," is probably only the name of a new quarter, 
suburb, or palace at Gaur, though Col. Yule may be right ii 
identifying it with De Conti's Cernore on the Gangefl. 
mudnb^d, however, may perhaps be the Sirkar of that namo, od 
may represent & capital of that SirfcAr hearing the same name^ 
the existence of which, however, is purely hypothetical. So t 
NasratabAd, Hu$aindb4d, and Shabr-i-Kau may be proved t 
have had separate sites, and not to be synonyms i 
names. But in the absence of de6nite proof of such Beparatfl 
existence, it is best to treat them as the temporary nomen-J 
clature of the kings of Bengal, who were desirous of improvj 
ing upon the names of their forefathers, or of perpetuating 
their own names in those of their capitals. The number of 
appellations given to DehH by iu SiilUns forms an argument 
in favour of the latter hypothesis; and the history of the 
period supplies several examples of the sudden change of a 
city's name to gratify the whim of a prince: Firoz III. 
changed Ekdalah into Azadp&r, and Pandiiah into Firoitab&l 
(Elliot, iii. 298). Mon-over, the absence of the name of 
Gaur (Lakbnaut! or JannalabAd) at this period from the 
coins seems to euggeet that it was ri^prcsented by some other 
name or names.

Mali mud iilifid, exteodiiig from Menga River to Muimansinyli, 
01' j-oseibly identical with Mu'azzampur. iu Sirkar Sonargaon), 
C^iyifj/Jiif (near Gaur, one mile north-west oI'Maldah) J /''ai^^aiii/^ 
(Paridpur),jr^a/i/fll^<iiii^(Bagharliat),J/«2n/am4«(/(ncarPaii- 
duah), and fiaaXXy the four that I hare been able to add Trom 
the British Museum coins — CM/^don, Rhotaspnr, AraMn, and 
T'indak. Chatgaon, or Cliittigong, was never thoroughly an- 
nexed till the time of Aurangzih, but it was from time to time 
conqnered and held for a brief space by the rulers of Bengal. 
It was thus possessed by Fakhr-ad-din of Sonlirgaon in 750 : in 
SIO (1407) the king of Arakan and Chittagong was restored to 
his dominions by Ben^it troops : HuEain Shah had a garrison 
there in 919 (1512). The three coins in the British Museum 
which bear unmistakably the name Ch&tgaon (impossible to 
confound with Satgaon) are of JaUl-ud-din Muhammad, who 
reigned from SI 7 to S^4-, and might have been issued dnring; 
the period of probable dependence upon Bengal which followed 
the restoration of the King of Arakan. The next mint is 
less certain. Rhotas is far away from the ordinary mints of 
Bengal. South Bihar was indeed attached to Bengal from 
the time of BakhtiyAr's conquest to about a.h 730, when it 
waatransferred to the kingdom of Dehli. From 800 it belonged 
to Jaunpur, till Buhloi Lodi annexed that kingdom. Husain 
Sh&h of Bengal ruled BiliAr about 908, then ceded it ; but it 
was reconquered by his son Nasrat Shah. At the date 8i7, 
wbeu the coin no. }S2 was struck, Rhotas must have belonged 
to Jaun^iur, unless it chanced to be temporarily captured by the 
ruler of Bengal, which, considering its remoteness, is very 
improbable. The name roads thus, j^^ojjj, and it is not 
easy to see any better interpretation than j5,*3jj, Rhotaspur, 
though it seems clear that the town is not the Rhotas or 
Rhotasgarb on the River Son. 
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This mint Araktin, ^^l&jl.is apparently clear on No. 15' 
but I advance it with t)ie ntmost diffiiience. It ie iaileed 
jHissiMethattht! ntl>;i's of Bcn^l still maintained the occasional 
suzerainty over Arakan and Chittagong which Husain Shih 
undoubtedly exercised ; but it is just possible that the word is 
only a badly written yl&jU->, Sonar^rooQ. I cannot however find 
the necessary space between the first afi/aad the rim of the 
coin for the initial litt and nun, of which there is no trace. 
Tiindah, ijuD, is quite clear on the eoins of Daud Shili 
on one specimen the O and ^ are both accurately [luinted. 

Before concluding this notice of the Bengal mints, it shi 
be stated that the earlier rulers of Dehli issued coins in 
Bengal : Rizfyeh, for exauipte, struck at LakhnautI (see the 
Catalogue of the Coins of Debli). Uuhamma<1 ibn Taghlak 
also struck at Lakhnaut! and Satgaon; while Shfir Sh&li 
and Tsl&m Sh4h issued many coins in Bengal, and their mint« 
include S4tg&on, and SharifnI'&d (the position of which is 
indicated in the list of Sirkars, 1 7, though it may stand for the 
chief town in the Sirk4r, perhaps BharkbGndab). Shergnrh 
(which has been supposed to be on the western frontier near 
Bdniganj, or the small place near Rhotaa] is stated by Dr. 
Blochmann to be, not a Bengal mint, but a name for Kanatij.* 

Subjoined is a table illustrating the geographical extent 
of the Bengal dominion, by the mints occurring on the 
British Museum coins (augmented by those recorded by 
Mr. Thomas, in italics), and by the places where inscriptii 
of each king have been found, as described by Dr. Bl< 
mann. Mr. Thomas's data are derived mainly from 
celebrated find of I3,5UU silver pieces in Kuch Bihdr in 1863, 
wbii:b afforded an unrivalled opportunity for generalisati

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In connection with the geographical data sapplied by the 
coins of Bengal^ a coin-inscription must be mentioned^ which^ if 
it does not present actual mint-names^ offers important 
evidence of the territorial annexations of Husain Sh&h. So 
far as I am aware^ this inscription has never yet been 
described^ although^ since it occurs on no less than nine coins 
in the British Museum^ it seems improbable that no specimens 
should have been noticed elsewhere. The letters are so 
obscure on most examples, however, and the arrangement of 
the words so confused, that it is not remarkable that the 
inscription has been left undeciphered. Only by a comparison 
of all the specimens^ aided by a study of Husain Shah's 
territorial sway^ was it possible to arrive at a positive 
reading of the second and third lines. The whole in- 
scription^ which appears on the obverse of the coins^ is as

The title ^JUJt and the geographical names Kamrii (t.a. 
Kamriip), K&mtah^ Jajnagar, and Orisa, are new to Bengal 
numismatics, and the reading of the coins is so diflScult that 
it is desirable to obtain anv confirmation that the historians 
or the mural inscriptions of the time may afford. Such con- 
firmation is fortunately at hand in both sources. An inscrip- 
tion in Husain Shah's Madrasah at Gaur contains the same 
formula as the second line of the coin, with the addition " by 
the aid of the Compassionate God,'' — aI^I^ ^yJS^ «^UUt 
yj % ^^< O^ — applied to Husain Shdh himself. Nor 
are the histories silent on the subject of this conquest of 
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KlmrOp and other outlyint;: provinces. The lii^Sz-a»- 
Saldtiit, alW relating the incidents of Hiisiiin Shell's expedi- 
tion into Orisa, etatcB thut "Arttir having reduced the 
KdjaliB of the distriets aa Tar as Orisa, Husain took tribute 
from them. Afti^r this he resolved to invade the kingdom of 
Assam, in the north-enst of Beng^al, and he set out with a 
large army of foot and a mimerons fleet and entered the 
kingdom and enhdued it as far ae Eamrup and Kamtah, and 
other districts, which were under powerful RdjahB . . . Sutimi 
Husain left his son with a strong army in Assam to (jomplute 
Ihe feltlement of the country) and returned victoriously to 
Itengul. After the return of the Sultan, the prince pacified 
the country; but, when the rains set in and the roads were 
closed, the Rdjah issued with Lis men fi-om the hills, sur- 
rounded the jirince, and cut off his supplies. In a short time 
they [the Bengal troops] were all killed."* This expedition 
is placed by another authority at the year 1498, or 
A.ii. 904, Husain Shfih was apparently not deterred by this 
extermination of his force in Assam from asserting his 
conquest on the coinage and on his mural tablets. The 
inscription in the Madrasah is dated 907, and the coins 
present the certain dates 913 and 917, as well as the imper- 
fect or ligatured ciphers ^1 and ILP. The former can, 
however, only be 899, since Husain Shih began to reign in 
that year; and I have no doubt that * LP is a rapid cursive 
mode of writing 919. The expedition would seem, therefore, 
to have taken place in the year 899, or five years earlier than 
the date ascribed by the A'sdm Burangi; and Husain's 
Bitserainty over the contpiered provinces, if one may argue 
from the victorious titles retained on the coinage so late as 
919, can hai-dly have been entirely abolished by the destruction 
of his eon's sway. 
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K4mr{ip, also called Kamrud, Kimdi, and Kaooru (( 
Eanwrii), is a district on both sides of the Brabmaputra, 
between Ghawalpdra and Guw&Iiatti. TliIs jMtrt of the east 
boi-der of Ben^l was constantly invaded and occupied by the 
AfiBamese. " During tbe reigns of Hajah Kans and his eonf 
the AseameBe under Chujangpha (a.d. 1414-1425) conquered 
nortb-eaetem Bengal as for as the Karataya, . . . and the 
Bajahs of Tiparah made likewise invasions."* The restored 
Houee of Ily^ Sb&h, however, again extended the boundaries 
of Bengal, and Ilugain Shdh made various neighbouring 
states pay him tribute. Kamrup was one of these annexa' 
tioDS, though only a temporary one, for it was not permanently 
annexed tiU 1637 ; another^ close to it, was Kamtab (tbe ehivfl 
town of which, Kimtab, was on the Daria river, south of 
K.ocb Bihilr) ; Chittagong belonged to him for a time; while 
Orisa was in some degree also tributary to this prince, whose 
memory is devoutly cherished in Bengal, as "the good Uusaift' 
Shih." Inscriptions prove that be was acknowledged in 908 
at Munger, and in 908 and 909 at Bonhdra and Cheran (near 
Sr^rau), or in other words that be held in some sense south- 
west BihAr, bordering on Orisa, while it is especially rccoi-ded 
that he made a victorious expedition as far as Orisa. He 
seems indeed to have ceded most of his western conqnceta to 
tbe Afghans, but his bod Nasrat Sbab reconquered them fw 
awhile.t The name On'sa on Husain's coinage is 
explained; and tbe name that precedes it, J^jnagar, ise<{uall^] 
intelligible. It is true that there has been some diversity 
opinion as to where J/ijnagar was situated. Some authorities, 
including Prof. Dowson and Mr. Tliomas, identify it with 
Tiparah, on the strength of the HtAt4.'mtint of B^rani tliat 
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guh&D Balban marched Troni SonargAoo sixty or eeventy ioa to 
tlieconfinesot' Jajnagar. This would agree well withTiparah, 
))ut it ie the only evidence in favour of such a position, and 
the name Son&rgfioa may be a misreading. All the other 
notices point to a district in or near Orisa; as, for example, 
the records of Bad4oni and Barant of the invasion of Talinga, 
Jdjnagar, and Bidar by Ulugh Kli^n in 13:13, and Firoz 
Shah's journey in 1S60 from Jaunpur over Bih^r to Jajnagar 
aud Teling. Prof. Dowson allows two Jajnagars, which is not 
an impossible hypothesis : but whatever evidence may be pro- 
duced hereafter to prove the existence ofadistrictof thatname 
coiresponding more or lees to Tiparah, it is certain that the 
name was ordinarily applied to a district near south-western 
Bengal, in Chu1iy& Nugpiir, or thereabout, and this is 
doubtless the meaning of the name that occurs in conjunction 
with Orisa on the remarkable coins of Husain Shall under 
review. If, as Dr. Blocfamann suggests, Sonarg^n of Balbaa's 
joni-ney is a mistake for Satgaon (yi&jUw for ^ICi*), the 
euslcrn attribution is disposed of, and the J^juagar in 
Chutiyii NAgp&r alone remains.* 

The interpretation of the names occurring in the singular 
inscription on the coins of Husain Sh^h has involved a some- 
what detailed notice; but it may be urged in excuse that no 
voins in the whole range of Indian Mubammadan numismatics 
present so curious a testimony to the historical truth of an 
invasion, or contain names of so much importance to the 
student of the meditcval geography of India, No other 
Muhammadan sovereign in India ever adopted so novel (and, 
grammatically, indefensible) a title as j^XU wUJI ^IM-Jt 
*— ob J^*^Vj ***^3 — "The Sultan conqueror [/o i. e.] 
over Kumrii and Kamtah and Jajnagar and Orisa"; and no 
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coins of Dtlili or Benfjul offer any legend that eiin be compt 
with this in geogTapliical interest. 

Many of the mints of Bengul have special epithets v 
ni-u regularly prefixed to tliem on the coins. Sonarg'&on is 
entitled J"y* '^-o^, the Presence or Seat o/ Majftfy. Sat^Aon 
hns the word i^j^ tract, prefixed, or sometimes, according to 
Mr. Thomas, a^^, cajiitalor larr/e town, but no example of this 
second form occurs in tlie Biitigh Museum collection. Firozab^ 
is fiyk-d ijJ^ or ijXJ\, fie city, or i-jy--JI ijXJl, the farl'ified 
fily, or simply iyi»»> (and CJj-ifc), Mu'azzamdbdd hue the 
prefix ja^\, dulrict, and later, according to Mr, Thomas, 
enjoys the same title as Sonilrgdon, J^)^ 'j-^^i but in the 
series described in the present volume we 6nd only .,,-01, ijX/, 
end Oj-ofc. Shahr-i-nau is sometimes called i^j^, and 
Mr. Tliomas finds examples of »j5,«,ll io^, lAe culthatttl or 
fionrisliini/ truci. CbJitglion (Chittagong) is also styled i^j^. 
All these titles disappear after Ahmad SliAh, a.u. 840, when 
a change took place in the form and arrangement of the coins; 
Marginal inscriptions were then abolished (with rare exceptions, 
which, however, only present the names of the four "orthodox" 
khalffahs), and the mint-name being placed beneath tho 
area there was no room for the insertion of titles or epithets. 
Even when the Afghfin Muhammad Siir restori'd marginal in- 
■criptions on the Hue large coins formed upon Sh^r ShAh'tj 
model, the margins were reserved for titles of the king and thl 
orthodox khuUfahs, and the mint-prefixes were not a'vived. ' 
The only addition to tlie name of a mint, ailer Ahmad ShAh, 
IB the form ^.»ii\ jb or aioiie uf riclarif, which occurs on 
ooins struck b> Nn^rat Shah at Path/ibAd in |)j5. This may 
be merely an Arabic translation of Fath&bad [which itself 
tneanE conqM6tt-<oie»), or may refer to one of Na»n)t ShJih's 
succesaful mida into the neighbouring proviucea. One prefix 
ia not a littlu ubwuru: it occurs ua tliv early coins of the 



Balt&dur, a\\ Rtrui'k at Lakhnauti, iind appears to be tlie 
Persian word iij^, "a plnin," correspondi ng to I lie Arabic 
*^j*. LakliDauti is also styled jyii on coins of the same period. 

The ordinary arrangement of the inscriptions on the coinage 
of the independent kings of Bengal is somewhat similar to that 
on the issnes of their contemporaries at Dehli. The areas 
arc separated from the m&rgins by borders, single or double, 
of various forms, circles, squares, lozenges, octagons, hexa- 
grams, and many-foiled or scolloped edges. The obverse area 
is generally reserved for the expression of the king's religious 
position as anppoi-ter of the KhaHlate, for which, like the 
Sulldns of Dehli (seethe Introduction to the Catalogue of 
their coinage), the rulers of Bengal professed devout respect. 
The usual formuliis are ^•»^t ' '^ j-«l j^^ *JJ' lAjJ* il>e«j 
Tie Right-hand of Goil'» Vicegerent, Aider of the Prince of the 
Faithful, varied by AiykiJI j>t«j Right-hand of the Khalifate, 
and augmented by t>-»JL_Jlj ^itjl—ll: -^^i Sitccuurer of Al- 
Jtlam ivd the Mndims. This last formula is usually written 
in the manner ot a tughra, by weaving the <L) of i>i and the 
— "^l of .^^yi into a species of arabesque. Another variety, 
introduced by A'zam Shfih, is ^>c*J— *J'j >»^'ill /-eU- 

Jalal ad-din Muhammad Shdb revived the time-honoured 
Kalimah <dl1 J>-j J<.--« iJUl "^l ^1 ■^, which had not been 
engraved on Bengal coins for two centuries; and tlie obverse 
area of some of his later issues is entirely filled with this 
famous Muhammadan profewion of faith. From this time 
the Kalimuh usually occupies the obverse, and the mint aud 
dt>te(in ciphers) are commonly written beneath it, until Husain 
ShAh found his titles too long to he compressed into a liinglc 
face of the coin, and accordingly spread them over obverse 
and reverse, — a practice in which he was imitated by hia 
euccessors, until Muhammad Sur restored the Kalimah and 
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th^ Ehalifabs Lo their proper placesj the obverse area i 
niai^gin. 

The titles of the kings of Bengal, which always occupy t 
reveree, and ollen extend over the obverse also, are eoiistraetod 
on much the same method as those of the Sultans of Dehti. 
They usually begin with_,,Jp*y I j^jUal-JI {rarely JjWl, and o 
J>c'v}l], but this is sometimes omit'cd, or ,>«*-jJt jlJUj^^ 
TAe itrengthened iy the support of the Compassiona 
stituted for it, or, as on the coins of Fath Sliah and the sons 
and grandson of Husain Shah, ^UJuJt ^t ^UeJ-JI takes its 
place. Then follows the Julun name, Sliams-ad-duoya wa-d 
din, or Nasir-ad-dunya wa-d-din, or whatever it may be, a 
then the pseudo-patronymic, which is always jkia^\ ^t i 
jjt(<f»«J1 ^1, eseept in the case of MuzaSer Sh&h, who adopted 
the form ^•odl ^1.

The titles, both when referring to the Khalifali, and when to 
the SultfiD, are commonly followed by the benedictory formula 
*£L» aJJI jJLfc, or one of its variants. 

The date formula presents little that ia remarkable: it 
runs:— (iaill, lSiJ\ a-iiJI, i^jLJI aJiUl) iCJl »jA v>^ 
i« loipji jji, ending with the date in full numerals. An 
exception is the coinage of Obiytis-ad-diQ 'Iwaz, where the 
margin reads ^ji^ ai_i_;i.*^l ^ji\^ ,>« i>u^*J' j-ij^' lj* 
SSL«;wj. In 899, under Saif-ad-dia Hamzah, the full numerals 
are abandoned in favour of ciphers, the so-calltHl Arabic 
numerals, which are henceforward exclusively employed. 

A peculiar word occurs for the first time on the coinage of 
Barbak Shah, and is afterwards not infrequently rciieated, 
beneath the obverse area. Dr. Blochmann has read it 
variously »-|^j land-taji, aad ijlj^j lreasur^-[is«iie], hut there 
can be little doubt, either on the Ecore of the foiTQ of the 
letters, or of the meaning, that the latter is the correct 
interpretation. Treasury is undoubtedly a new expression 
on Muhammadan coins, and it is difficult to see why it 
should be UEcd instead of tbe name of the city where 
the coin was struck : for with two doubtful oxccptione the 
word ii\j^ and the name of a mint never oeeur together on 
the same coin. Possibly the word may indicate the issue of 
coins during a campaign, when money was needed, and no 
miut-eity was near at band. It might perhaps he suggested 
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that itrepresents an attempt to autstitnte a single metropolll 
mint in place of the varioue local mints ; but this hypothesis ia 
refuted by the fact that Firoz II. and Husain Shah iasa<.-d 
cuiae marked 4j\j^ and also others with mint-names in the 
fame yenr. There is no indication that the Trfasurf coins 
Wire any better struck or of liner metal or fuller weight than 
others of the same time ; aud iu the absence of historical 
comment the purport of the name must remain problematical.* 
The attribution of Nos, 153 uiiil 154 to Miilinmmad Sur 
may perhaps be disputed. Hitherto these cuius bavd been 
ascribed to his son Jalil Shah, and the attribution has been 
Bupported by the coin enjjravtd in Mr. Thomas'tj Chrun'telea, 
p. 417. Without personally eiamiuing the ori^nal of that 
tnyruving, I am unwilling to accept the reading either of 
the date or of the Nfigarf inscription; and am disposed to 
ref^rd it as a coin of Muhammad Slir. The British Maseum 
coins have no N&gari inscription, and the Arabic runs

•huwB uumtstukeably that it is a shaddah. There is therefore 
no ^, which would have been necessary if the coin bad been 
struck by Jalal Sh&h ibn Muhammad Sh^ih Gh^i. Aj^in, 
JaUl Shah was not called Jal&l>ad-din, nor Mubummad; 
bis title was Ghigas-ad'diit Julal Sh&h. On the other band 
Uad^ni (i. 4^0) states tbial Muhammad Siir "made bimodf 
king under the title of Jaliil-aU-ditt." Tlius far the conclusitm 
ii in tavour of Uto attribution to Muhammad. The only 
difiieulty is the (n'cunvnce uu bis other coin, No. ISU, of the 
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lukab S&ams-ad-din, It is not, however, impossible that be 
should have changed bis title, or that a coin struck in so 
remote a region as Arakan should give him an erroneous 
appellation. 

The coinage of Bengal, which is of silver, with a few gold 
pieces, but no copper, is notable for exceedingly careless work- 
manship. The die engravers not only show their ignorance 
of Arabic grammar, like the caliigrapbists who inscribed tlie 
mural tablets and friezes of the Bengal monuments; but, 
unlike these, evince a complete indifference as to the legibility 
of the ioecriijtions. The originally careless work is rendered 
even more unsightly and illegible by the addition of numenms 
counter-stamps and cuts scored across the coins, which, with 
fatal precision, too often obliterate the date or mint. These 
grooves have been taken to represent the avaricious tendencies 
of the money-changers ; but Dr. Blucbmann gives their true 
explanation. " The object of these marks," be writes, " which 
are common on early Bengal coins, was to depreciate the 
coinsL The real commerce of the country was carried on in 
cowries, as no copper was issued ; and it suited the baukere 
and money-changers, when coins bearing the new year were 
issued, arbitrarily to declare that the coins of the past year, 
and those of all previous years, were no longer i»/^-(/of(jtjJ&, 
from the Arabic hull, all), i.e., all-having, of full value. 
Hence tbey disfigured the coins, to the great loss of the 
pnblie, by small circular stamps, or longitudinal notches, so 
that it is a wonder that so many coins have come down to us 
with clear dates. Coins of former years, or coins thus marked 
with shroffs (i-JI^), were oi'ten called gaudl, pi. of mnaA, a 
year."* 

The following extract from Mr. Thomas's Initial Coinoge 
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of Bengal, Part I., pp. 10-13, will complete this notice of tl 
Bengal coinage : — " The artistic merits of the produce of the 
southern [or Bengal] mints, though superior in the early 
copies to the crude introductory ifisuee of Altamsh, seldom 
compete with the contemporary design or execution of the 
Dehli die-cutters, and soon merge into their own proviucialisi 
which are progressively exa^erated in the repetition, until 
last, what with the imperfection of the model, the prt^ressi 
conventional ism of the deeigniirs, and the ignorance and 
crude mechanical imitation of the engravers, their legends 
hecome mere semhlancea of intelligible writing, and, liki 
Persian s/iiiaalaA, easy to read, when one can divine what 
intended, hut for anything like precision in ohscure and nearl] 
obliterated margins, a very untrustworthy basis for the searcl) 
after exact results. 

"The different mints each followed its own traditions, and 
the school of art stood generally at a higher level in 
eastern section of the kingdom, especially when Son^rgi 
was held by its own independent rulers. The lowest scale of 
die execution, exemplified in the present series, was reserved 
for the capital of the united provinces under the kingship of 
Sikandar. The numismatic innovations of Muhammad iba 
l^iglilak were felt and copied in the south, especially in the 
re]iroduction of the titular legends; hut hia own coins, struck 
at the ' city ' — he would not call it capital — of Lakhnaut{, 
evince the haste and carelessness of a temporary sojourn, and 
still worse, the hand of a local artist, all of which shoi 
comings may be forgiven to a monarch, who, in 1j 
imperial metropolis, had raised the standard of the beiiiities 
Arabic writing, as applied to coin legends, to a posititm that 
it had never before attained, and which later improved 
appliances have seldom suceoedcl in ccjualling. 

" I'be Bengal SullAur, inerv iioitutura at first, were ori^ini 
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in their later developments of coin iUuminHtioQ, and tlie issues 
of the fully iodopendent kings eihibit a commendable variety 
of patterns in the die devices, dam»ged and restricted, bow- 
ever, in the general eSect by the prevailing coarseness and 
imperrcctioQ of the forma of the letters. Then, again, the 
tenor of the inscriptions is usually of independent conception, 
especially in the refusal to adopt the ever-recurring Kalimah, 
and in the suggestive mutations of titles assigned to the lieu- 
tenants of the prophet on earth, whose names they did not care 
to team. So also was their elaboration of the titular adjuncts 
of the four [orthodox] Imfima uninfluenced by northern 
formula ; many of which eon-ventionalisms survived for 
centuries, till Sh^r Shih, in the chances of conquest, incor- 
porated them into the coinage of HindtastSu, during the 
temporary exile of the vanquished Hum&yun, 

" The standard of the Bengal coinage was necessarily, like 
the pieces themselves, a mere imitation of imperial mint 
quantities, and the early issues will he seen to follow closely 
upon the proper amount in weight contemplated in the Dchli 
prototypes; but one of the curious results the Kiich Bihar 
collective lind det^srmines is that, though the first kings on the 
list clearly put forth money of full measure, their pieces were, 
in most cases, subjected to a well understood Indian process of 
horing-ont, or reduction to the exact weight to which we must 
suppose subsequent kings lowered the legal standard of their 
money, bo that, although some of the silver pieces of Kai-Kaus 
and Firoz have escaped the debaser's eye, and preserve the 
completeness of their original issue -denomination, the great 
majority of the older coins have been brought down to the 
subsequent local standard of 166 grains, at which figure, in 
Troy grains, the bulk of the hoard ranges, or, in more marked 
terms, 1C6 grains is the precise weight of the very latest and 
best preserved spmmeus, which must have been consigned to 
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their recent place of concealment when very fresh from mintfl 
hat little removed from the residence of the accumulator of the 
treasure, and be held to represent coin which could scan;e1y 
liBVC changed hands. 

"The intrinsic value of the money of those sovereigns 
follows next in the order of the inquiry. This department of 
fiscal administiation mig'ht naturally have been expect-.-d to 
have been suhjected to but limited check or control when 
regulat«d by the uncertain processes of oriental metrology ; 
bat, in practice, it will be seen that some of the native mint- 
mostfli'B were able to secure a very high standard of purity, 
and, what is more remarkable, to maintain a singularly 
uniform tscole in the rate of alloy. In the caae of the imperial 
coins subjected to assay in Calcutta, specimens spreading over, 
and, in so far, representing a sequent eighty years of the issues 
of the northern metropolis, vary only to the extent of six 
grains in the thousand, or 0'6 j>er cent. As the Dehli coinage 
proves superior in point of weight to the southern stitndArd, 
80 also does it retain a higher degree of purity : t)ic 990 and 
t)96 of silver to the test total of 1000 grains sinks, in tlie 
earliest examples of the Bengul mintages, lo 989, from which 
figure it cxiwriences a temporary rise in possibly exceptional 
cnB(.<s, under Halilidur Sh£b, who may be supjiosed Lo bavr 
brought down, with hia rcinstituted honours and the cniuml 
(jvasiirc so lavishly bestowed upon him by MuhammeJ ibn 
l^ighlsk on his restoration to the government of Sonarg&im, 
cerluiii implied responsibilities for the equity and fullness of 
his currency; while in the subsequent irreguhirty descending 
scale, A'uim Kb&h's officials arrived at the most unblushing 
effort of debasement, in the reduction of silver to 9(12 grains. 
Among other unexpected items, for which the aid of modem 
Mieuce miiy be credited, is the support which the intrinsic 
cnotent* of the erroncoDsly-ciassoil coins of 'Adil Sbab, under 
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Dative iDterpretatioD^ led to the correctDess of the revised 
attribatioD of the pieces themselves suggested by the eritical 
terms of their owd legeDds, ia the maoifest ideDtity of their 
assay touch with the associate coins of the lower empire of 
India/'

In concluding the Bengal section of the Introduction it 
may be remarked that the British Museum series is unusually 
complete. Of thirty-one independent kings only nine are un- 
represented, and the collective reigns of eight of these only 
amount to twenty years out of a tots^l dynastic jmle of two 
hundred and forty-five years. The ninth is M^hmud I., 
whose reign of eighteen years is the only large laoi^na ii^ 
the series.

INTIIODUCTION. 



II. SIND. 



The coins of three governors of Sind are mcluded in this 
Volume. Nfcir-ad-din Kubachali was appointed to the 
government of Uchli by Muhammad ibn S^m in a.f. 600, 
and took possesaion of the country from MultAa and Sirsuti to 
the eea. and presently proclaimed himself independent. Seven 
Rduas in Sind were tributary to Mult^n, and paid homage to 
Kiibichab J but the extent of hia territory varied at dilTerent 
epochs of his reign. He was defeated by Yildiz in 613, and 
again by Uzbeg Pai, the general of Jaldl-ad-dfn Mankbarnin, 
in 618 ; and, after attacks from the Mughala and the Khaljis 
in 6S1 and 62i), he was at last besieged inBbakarby Altamsb, 
and drowned liimself on the capture of that fort and of Ucbh 
in A.B. 625." 

KubachaVa coins closely i-esemble the DebliwaJs of the 
period. They are of billon, and the proportions of silver 
and copper vary greatly in different examplea. Dehliw&lB 
seem to have been the only coins issued by Kubachah, and 
that tbey were coined in large quantities ia evident from the 
statement that his son 'Alfi-ad-dln Muhammad presented 
Altamsh with t«n million DebliwAls, and that Kubdchab'a 
treasury when examined by his victor was reported to contain 
no fewer than fifty millions, or five hundred laks, of these 
coins.f 

Saif ad-din Al-Hasan Karlagh, or Karlugh, the next in- 
dependent goveruor of Sind alter the death of Kubachah, was

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one of the generals of JaUl-ad-din Mankbarnin, and was 
appointed vieeroy of 6h6r and Ohazni when his master set 
forth in 620 on his westward march into Persia. For some 
time Karlagh withstood the inroads of the advancing Mughals 
whom Jenghiz Khan and his sons were then leading to their 
career of universal conquest^ but in a.h. 636 he was forced to 
retreat into India. He had established himdelf in some 
parts of Sind, when he was slain at the siege of Mult&n 
in the same year. His son N&sir^ad-din Muhammad succeeded 
to his father's dominions, and was still reigning when Hul^gd's 
ambassadors arrived in Sind in A.H. 658; but how much 
longer he survived is uncertain.* 

The British Museum preserves a fine series of Karlagh's 
silver coins, from the India OflSce Collection.f These 
pieces resemble in appearance and weight the new Tankah 
coinage of Dehli, and bear dates a.h. 633, 634, and 636 (?)j 
which confirm the notices of the historians collected by Mr. 
Thomas in his Chronicles, None of them presents a mint, 
and it has therefore been suggested with probability that they 
were camp-issues. The copper or rather billon coins of this 
ruler are not at present found in the collection, but those that 
Mr. Thomas has published (No. 80, 81, 82, Chronicles) are of 
the ordinary Dehliw&l stamp, with the Horseman, or Bull and 
Horseman, and the N^gari inscription Sri Hamirah, or the 
name, Sri Hasan Karla, Of his son Muhammad, however, 
there are eight specimens of the billon coinage (here headed 
" Copper '' for convenience of classification), some of which 
present the name of the striker in the Nagari form Sri 
Muhamad Karaluk^ with a horse (not horseman) on the 
obverse. These coins are not included in the notices which

III. KASHMIR. 

The coins of Kashmir are of silver and copper. The silver 
ooins are square in shape, with an average weight of 94 grs.^ 
and a breadth of from '6 to *65 in. The obverse presents the 
inscription ^%*»^ v><^> enclosed within, a lozenge-shaped 
border of wavy lines, and the date (written in full and 
preceded by the words jy^^ ^) is inscribed in the segments 
outside the lozenge. The reverse contains the name of the 
king, with usually the title jo^^^ ^lkX«Jt, and sometimes 
the date beneath in ciphers. The copper issues are round, 
thin, of the average diameter of '8 in.^ and with much 
obliterated inscriptions. A characteristic of the copper is 
the line across the middle of the coin^ with the loop or 
knot of arabesque design in its midst. The forty-two 
Kashmir coins^ of which half are silver, in the British 
Museum form an important contribution to the obscure chro- 
nology of the dynasty of Shams Sh&h Mir. The chrono- 
logical list of kings given on page 68 is taken from General 
(then Lieutenant) Cunningham's valuable paper in the 
Numismatic CAronicle, 1st series, vol. vi., which is based 
on the authority of the Rajah Tarangiri ; but one or two 
modifications have been introduced on the warrant of the 
coins. It must be stated, however, that this list agrees in 
very few points with the chronology of other histories of 
Kashmir, such as the Waki'at-i-Kashmir of Muhammad 
A'zam, the Navadir Al-Akhbar of Rufi'-ad-din Ahmad, 
and tlie Namah-i-Shahan-i- Kashmir, &c., of which there 
are copies in the Department of Oriental MSS. in the 
British Museum. The dates of these authorities dificr 
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very seriously not only from those of General Cuiiningliam'a 
list, but also from one another. In the presence of such 
divergences among the historians, the testimony of the c 
becomes especially valuable, and until a large number of ci 
dates has been collected any attempt at a definitive dynastio J 
table must be nn satisfactory. So far as it relates to th«B 
coins here published. General Cunningham's list seems to ba-l 
the most accurate of those that have been conentted ; indeed'! 
the coins repeatedly confute the statements of the manuscript 1 
histories referred to above. But in several important parti-l 
culars General Cunningham's list fails to elucidate the.l 
coinage. For instance, the Sultan Mahmud, whose name J 
appears upon a Kashmir coin oE 961, is not represented. I 
General Cunningham mentions Humayun's governor, Haidar I 
Doghlat, but does not explain how he retained the all©- I 
giance of Easlimir at a time when Humayun was in retreat. I 
The single coin in the national collection bearing the name I 
of Hum%un has the date 953 a.h., which would seem to ghoir I 
that Kashmir paid him homage upon his conquest of Kabul I 
in A.H. 952 {a.d. 1545). The later hietoi-y of the kings of I 
Kashmir is wrapped in obscurity. The Nam.'kh-i-Shnhfln-i< 
Kashmir gives the names of 'AH Sh4h, Mubarak Shdh, Tfisufi 
Shiih, and Ya'kub Shah, between the years 986 and 994— th« j 
last being the date (according to this authority) of Akbar'san- I 
nexation of Kashmir. 'All Sh&h, stated there to have reigned I 
during the year 980, may be the Muhammad 'All of the coin, 
but the coin-date is 980. The Waki'nt-i-Kashmir inserts a | 
Bhams-ad-din between Miiliammad and Isma'il, in 9ii,; 
places Ibrjihim after Isma'il and before Nazak; omits all 
reference to Habib and Ilusain ; and introduces a GhAzi 
Shdh and 'All Shdh in 962 and 908, before Yusuf. Thcs^ 
examples of the bewildering uncertainty of the chronology fl 
and BUcceasion are enough to show that-any final list of tbeJ 
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kings of Kashmir is unattaiDable until the numistnatio 
evidence is more complete. Meanwhile General Cunning- 
ham's table may be adopted as a temporary guide, although 
it is manifestly imperfect. With regard to the N^ak Shah 
of the historians, it must be noticed that on the two coins, 
No9. 206, 207, in the National Collection, the name closely 
resembles NAdir Sh&h, but no such king appears in the 
dynastic lists. 



IV. JAUNPtTR. 

The chronology of the " Kings of the East," or Muluk-i- 
Shark, of Jaunpur, is fortunately established for the greater part 
of their rule by the coins, which in this instance are almost in 
complete accordance with the historians. No coins have yet 
been discovered of the first two sovereigns, but from the 
accession of Ibrahim Sharki, in 803 (eis a coin in the British 
Museum proves, not S04, as the histories state), to the end 
of the dynasty the numismatic evidence is abundant. The 
coin-dates of Ibrahim in the National Collection include, 
besides the important year 803, a fairly representative series 
from 819 to 813; and other published coins, of which a 
summary may be read in Mr. Thomas's Chronicles,'' fill 
up some of the gaps, and add the last year of the reign, 
844. Of Mahmud Shah, the coins in the present Catalogue 
supply the dates of every year of the reign, save two, and 
one of these two is found in the Ckroniclei and Marsden's 
A'umismata Orientalia. Mr, Thomas states, on the authority 
of General Cunningham, that coins of Mahmud are extant 
in continuous senee from 844 to 8ti3, and that during the 
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concluding three years of his reign lie associated liis eldesL 
son Muhammad in the sovereignty. We should expect, 
therefore, to find the names of both father and son on the coins ; 
bat on the British Museum examples, and those collected in 
Mr. Thomas's Chronicles, the dates of Mahmud end at a.h. 861, 
and the three yeare 861-863 are occupied by coins of 
Muhammad w-ith no mention of his father. An inscription 
at Dhaka," however, bears the name of Mahmud, with the 
date 863, in confirmation of General Cunningham's atate-^ 
ment ; and we mast conclude, therefore, that Mahmud per--| 
mitted his son to issue coins on his sole responsibility 
while be himself was still reigning. Muhammad's brief 
reign is fiilly estnblisbed by his coins, and his brother 
Husain Sbah'a coin-dates begin with bis year of accession, 
863, and run on with slight breaks to 889 ; then begin again 
in 896, and continue to the year 809. Husain Shdh, accord- 
ing to the testimony of some hiatoriee, was conquered by 
Sikandar ihn Buhlol of Delhi in 881, fled to Bengal, and 
died there in 905 ; according to others, Buhlol himself con- 
quered Jaunpiir in 879.t Biirbak Shah, son of Bublof, was 
then appointed to rule the Jaunpdr kingdom, in face of 
numerous insurrections, until 899. Coins of Bdrhak of 
893 ami 898 are published in this volume. The post- 
regnal, and posthumous, coins bearing the name of Husain 
must have been issued by the deposed monarch's partisans 
during their many rebellions against Barbak and the Dehli 
lordship. 

The coinage of Jaunpiir is chiefly in copper, or billon. Thei 
are a few gold coins of the Tanknh weight and style, or some- 
timea heavier, but no silver. The copper or billon coins resemble 
the thick heavy pieces of Buhlol and Shut Sluih of Dehli, but.

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The copper coinage of Jaunpur was struck in three sizes 
the particulars of which will be found described in a foot-note 
to p. 89. 

There is little that calls for notice in the inscriptions of the 
Jannpur mintage. Tlie formulas of both gold and copper are of 
the common Dehli type, with the nsual reference to the 
Khaltfah on the obversCj and the Sultdu'e name, folluwed by 
the epithet |_jjUaX.4, SiiKdnt, on the reverse of the copper, and 
similar but more expanded titles on the gold. Tbe grammatical 
mistake of nsing the feminine verb and pronoun «Juk w-.^^ 
with the masculine noun jUjj on tbe gold coins may he 
Doticed. The date is expressed in ciphers on the copper, 
and in words on the gold. Only one coin of the regular 
Beries presents a mint, — no. 264, which has Jaunpur be- 
neath the reverse inscription. The three coins of Barbak ibn 
Bnhldl, however, all give mints — one showing unraistakeably 
Jaunpur, and tbe other two showing the letters jy*, which 
may stand for Bitur, or more probably be tlie end of Jaunpur, oE 
which the tiret two letters may be obliterated. Bitur or Bhitor, 
if that be the correct reading, is near Cawnpur. The absence 
of mints is much to be regretted, for the dominions of the

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Jaunpiir sovereigns varied considerably in extent at different 
periods, and at the epocli of their first and g^^eatest prosperity 
included Bih&r, Kanauj, Oudh, Earrah, Dalamaa^ Sandel4j 
and Bahr&ich. The names of these cities and provinces 
on the coinage would have possessed high geographical 
importance. 

The following genealogical tree of the Sharki Kings of

V. MALWAH. 

M&lwah was among the old kingdoms of India that longest 
withstood the Muhammadan invasion. It had boasted one of 
the most illustrious of the ancient Hindu dynasties, who made 
their capital, Ujain, a seat of learning and science. Three hun- 
dred years of contest were needed to subdue the kingdom, and 
it was only under Sultdn Balban of Dehli that the Muslims at 
length obtained possession of this fertile territory. The natural 
boundaries of Mdlwah were the Nerbudda on the south. 
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the Chambal on the north, and Gujarat and Bandallchand on 
the west and east. Under Muhammad Khalji, however, the 
Bway of the king of Malwah was even more extended, and 
included Hushangdbad and Kirlah ; his son Mahmud con- 
quered Ajmir, Rantambh6r, and Elichpur; and tribute was 
sometimes exacted from Chttor. The coins unfortunately 
throw no additional light on the geographical limits of the 
kingdom aC difierent epochs ; the only mint that occurs on 
them is Diir-al-Mulk Shadiab&d, the later name of Mandu, 
which was the capital of the Muslim kings. An obscure 
word on No. 365 may be a mint, but without a second 
specimen it is impossible to determine what city it represents. 
The dynastic list of the kings of Malwah divides into two 
distinct houses. The first was founded by the governor appointed 
by the Court of Dehli, Diliiwar Khan Ghori, and consisted of 
himself, his son Hushong, and grandson Muhammad. Of these 
three Sultdns, H^bang alone is known to have struck coins, 
and these are too often undated. The second house of MAIwah 
was established by Mahmud Khalji, the vizir of Muhammad, 
and consisted of four sovereigns, whose reigns are fairly marked 
out by their coins. Mr. Thomas has published a list of General 
Canningbam's Malwah coins,* and these, with the British 
Museum examples, give the following dates of the Khalji 
kings, in confirmation of the historical notices : —

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The coin-dates do not run as late as the annexation of 
MAlwah by Bahadur Shdh of Gujarat in 937, but that event 
is clearly established by the historians. The date of the sub- 
mission of the usurper Baz Bahadur, after a reign of sixteen 
years, to Akbar, however, is disputed. The Tabakat-i- 
Akbari is followed in the list on page 114, but Ferishtah 
gives 97S, and other authorities 976. Thus it appears thsft] 
the coins support the historical account so far as they go, bnt"' 
do not add any fresh data. They give no indication, for 
example, of the confusion that ensued on the deposition, 
shortly after his accession, of Hiishang by Muzaffar Shfih of 
Gujarat when Nasrat Khan, brother of Muzaffar, was placed i 
on the throne of Miilwah, only to abandon it immediately; 
and the Malwah nobles set up MusA Kh&n until Hiishang 1 
was restored. No record of these rulers, Nasrat and Miia&(.J 
is found on the coinage, which is extremely scanty during th^ 
earlier part of the dynasty. 

The coinage of MAlwah is of gold, silver, and copper.l 
The gold is square, well engraved, of two sizes, wi 
average weight of 168'6 grs., and width of '775 in. One I 
specimen weighs 207 grs., and has the width of '9 in. Ths | 
silver is struck in three square sizes, like the copper of JaoD- 
pur, and the sizes (as representfd in the British Museum, 
where only silver of Ghiyas Shfih is found) are '7 or '75, '65, 
and "55, with the respective weights of 84, 77 and 43 grs. | 
The copper, or billon, (for it is issued in one metal or mixed,) 
is round at first, and then adopts the charaeteristie Malwah 
square shape, though the round continues to be issued side by 
side with the favourite form. The three sizes which are 
noticed in the case of Jaunpur are also to be distinguished in 
the Mdlwah copper, and average '7 or -75, '6 or 65. and '55 ; 
but the second and third siees often approach one another in J 
diameter and arc chielly distinguished by the difference i 
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!. The metrological Eystem indicated by the weights 
of the&e various pieces will be considered in connection with 
the other minor dynastic coinages of India further on. 

The inGcriptions of the kings of Malwah are at first somewhat 
irr^ular, but under Ghiy^ Shah the copper issues acquire 
tlie formulas which henceforth characterise the coinage: — 
on the obverse ^Uol-Jt ^>i ^UajL-JI, with the date in ciphers ; 
on the reverse, the Sultin's name with the epithet Al-Khalji, 
and his parentage, e. g. ati iy„M^ ^ , j »JlaJl ati i>les. On 
the gold pieces, several titles new to Indian numismatics are 
introduced, such as ^_J-...U^I itWl^ (j^'V. ^^^ Trngter in the 
King, Protector ; ^^1 j.*^g Jiyi, T/ie Trader in i]te 
Eiemalf the Sxipporter ; and the early copper has the form 
Mj^^ ^«i^' O'^'J-J', The element, the generous Sultan. It 
should be noticed that the date, always in ciphers, is on the 
obverse of the copper, but on the reverse of the gold and silver. 

A remarkable feature of the coins of Malwah is the ornamen- 
tation. All the later coins, with very few exceptions, have some 
ornament, a star, a swastika, or some arabesque interlacement 
which probably rept'esents an early symbol. The most notable 
example of the survival of an ancient symbol, besides the 
swastika, is the ornament ^ which occurs on many of the 
coins of Mabmud II., and closely resembles the magical 
symbol engraved by Mr. Thomas in his Indian WeigkU.*

Gujarat owed its long immunity from Mnhammadan sub- 
jection to its inaccessible position, which rendered it difficult 
to invade except by sea. It was not until the time of the 
celebrated 'Ala-ad-din Muhammad of Duhli, in the beginning 
of the 14th century of our era, that Gujarat became a 
Muhammadan province. At the end of the same century 
it acquired its independence again, but its rulers were nonr 
Muslims instead of Hindus. Zafar Kh&n was appointed to 
the government of Gujarat in a.ii. 79-1, when there were 
feare of a lUjput occupation ; and after estahlishing his 
authority over the province, he, like other Muhammadan 
viceroys of the period, assumed independence in 799 at his 
capital Anhalwara. His son Ahmad founded the new capital 
of Ahmad&hjid, and extended the dominion of Gujarat, (which 
At first consisted of but a narrow strip of the plain between 
the hills and the sea, hemmed in hy the Rajahs of Sirohi, 
Jh4l6r, Idar, and the mountain tribes of Bhils and Kiilis,) 
over Rattiwar, which had before been held in very nominal 
subjection, and the Hindu tribes of which peninsula may 
have paid tribute, but rendered little obedience. Mahmiid I. 
reduced theR/ijputSj and carried his arms into Kachh {Cutch) 
and Sind, reduced Cbampanir, and engaged the Portuguese 
fleet under Almeida. The kingdom of Gujarat retained its 
power and prosperity until the invasion of the Mughals 
under Babar, and did not submit to Akhar until the year 980. 
Between the first irruption of the Mugbals, however, and 
the final annexation of the kingdom by Akbar a long period of 
confusion occurred in which at one time a neighbouring prince 
of Kandaish, Mirdn Muhammad, a kinsman of the Gujar&t 
family, was set on the throne for a few months in 943-94.4. 
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It was probably during a second time of confusion tbat tlie 
SullSi) Muhammad, whose eoins are dt^scribed on page HI, 
asserted bis pretensions to the crown, and issued his numismatie 
proofs in 963. There is no historical eonfirmation of this 
pretender's existence, hut the style of his coins is similar to 
that of Gujarat, and there is no ^ priori improbability in bis i 
having temporarily usurped the throne. 

The coins map out the elironotngy of the dynasty only witl 
respect to a few of the fcings. Of Ahmad Shah I., who M:l 
recorded to have reigned from 814 to 846, eoins in the British'l 
Museum and in the collections examined by Mr. Thoinai.1 
present the dates, 828, 830, 831, 837, 839, 840, 842—848. J 
Of the next king, Muhammad Karim Sliah, the two Bpecimena ^^1 
in the British Museum have unfortunately no date, but Mr. 
Thomas records the years 840, 850, and a doubtful 85€, which 
would carry his reign one year further than the 855 stated by 
the historians. The next two sovereigns, Kutb-ad-din ond'l 
Daud Shah only ruled eight years together, and of tliese no'l 
coin-evidence is at present forthcoming. The sixth kingfl 
Mahmud Baikarah, the most famous of the lino, is, however, J 
well represenftfd on the coins. His reign lasted from A.n. 868 
to 917,nnd the coins give the years 869, 870, 886 — 888, 891, 
89.S, 900,903, 909, 9U, 914, 917. Of Mahmud's successor, 
Muzaffar II. (91 7— 932), we have the coin-dates 920, 922— 9i4. 
928,929, Sikandar and Nasir Khdn then succeed and disappear 
within the year, leaving so far as is known no numismatic 
records of their ephemeral sway ; and then Bahadur Shah, tbtj 
contjueror of Miilwah, occupies the throne for eleven years, ■ 
(932 — 943,) during which the only coin-dates published are 
937, 938, 940. Mirdn Muhammad Siii'ih Fdriiki held the 
government only for a few mouths, and of him no coins appear 
in the collection or in Mr. Thomas's list Mahmud III. 
(914—961) has ooina of 94G, 947, 949, 950, 900, 900, 961 ; 
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AbmadSbdhll. (901— 0C9) has the coia-dutes 961, «68; and 
Muzaffar IIL (968—980) has 9C9, 971, 977— 98(». 

WiUi oue exception, the coinage of Gujarat, unlike that of 
Mdlwnli, is round in shape. It cousists of gold, silver, and 
copper, but as is usual with the leBscr dynasties of India, and 
also with the later sovereigns of Dehli, the copper or billon 
money formed the staple of the currency. The gold coinage 
has an average diameter of '75, and weight 179 grs. ; the 
silver, which is rare, a diameter of '7, and weight IIS ; and 
the copper is coined in three sizes, like the copper of Jaunpur 
and Miilwal, of the respective diameters -lb, '65, -b. The 
inscriptioDS of the copiKT are extremely modest. On the 
obverse is the Sultau's lakab or jului name, such as Nasir- 
ad-duuy^-wa-d-diu, with sometimes,,ke'N)l ^UeJ^I prefixed, 
and with the date in ciphers beneath ; and on the reverse is 
the Suitaa's proper name, e.g. Ahmad, in the Ibrm O"^*^-^' 
•U ■■>•*-<, occasionally with his father's name added, or the 
benedictory formula AlXe aAII jJt^. The gold coinage presents 
the forms ^>«».yi J^W •»i>*J'. Tie svpporled by the aid of 
the Compauionat-e, and )^W "iJJW u»j1j)I, The Truster in God 
Ihe Gracioiii, on the obverse, and the Sultan's juliis name; 
while the reverse contains his proper uame with his father's, 
and titles, thus eli viei>) ,>i el^ jjg* - o'^*^'- The silver 
coins follow the style of the gold. The Pereian inscriptions 
of Noa. 416, 417 and 440 should be noticed. The first 
two have the following distich (read by Dr. Rieu) ; 

No. 44S presents the only mint in the series (except the 
MahammadttbAd mentioned by Mr, Thomas), if the reading 
Mustafabad l>e coiTCcl. Mustafabfid was built by Mahmiid 
Baikarah after his linal reductiou of the fortress of Girnar 
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or. Jdn&garb^ in the peninsula of Kattiwar^ and was the 

favourite residence of this king. It is known that Muzafiar 
Sh&h III.^ who struck the coin No. 448, took refuge, 
afker his final overthrow, with B&jah B&i Singh of Kattiwar. 
The coin was evidently issued during an earlier residence with 
the B&jah. Muzaffar Til. seems to have heen held in high 
esteem in Kattiwar; for the princes of Bhuj in Kachh 
retained his name in Arabic on their coins in combination 
with their own Nagari inscriptions, for centuries after his 
death. 
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VII. THE DEKHAN. 

BAUU&Nfs, KINGS OP KULBARCA. 

The Di-klian firat felt the touch of Muhammadan conque* 
ia 4.D. 129-!-, when 'AIa-ad-(3in Muhammad, of Dehli, seizt 
De6gir and EHdipi'ir. Thuse ucquisitions wtre shortly afl«r- 
TvarJs increased by Jund Khdn, better known as Muhammad 
ihu Toghlak, who iuvaded Telingana in 1322, and was bo 
much enamoured of his Dekhan poseesBionB, that when hd-J 
became Sultan iu the room of his father Taghlak Shah, 1 
selected Defiglr, or as he re-named it Duulatabad, for his 
capital, and even attempted to transfer the population of 
Dehli to the new metropolis. Soon he changed hiB mind, 
and returned to Dehli, finding the position of Deogfr iiicon>, 
vcnicnt for the suppression of various rebellions, which were J 
encouraged by his southerly movement; and on his return hflJ 
endeavoured to re-transplant the inhabitants, with the resulu 
that the majority died on the journey, 

Tlie Delthan was among the provinces of Muhammad 
ibn Taghlak'a empire that seized the opportunity of his 
weakness to throw off a yoke, that in this instance had bub ■ 
lately been imposed. Most of these risings wei'e temporarily! 
repressed, only to claim a complete independence from tht 
feeble rule of Muhammad ibn Taghlak'a succeseore fortjr: 
years later; but the Dekhan succeeded in maintaining thai 
independence which it asserted in the close of the | 
Sultan's reign. IVom 1347, for nearly two centuries, thi 
Bahmani kings of Knibarga held sway over the northern a 
half of the Dekhan. The fonnderof the dynasty was Hasan 
GAngii, a servant in the employ of a Brahmin of Dehli.*

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His succeBsful career opened with a uumismnlic discovery. 
Hi6 hoDesty in delivering to his master a pot of coins, which 
lie had ploughed up in a field, was the origin of his 
fortunes. He entered the service of the Sult^ii of Dehli, rose 
to high honour, and received the title of ZaFar Khan. His 
aUcgianee to Muhammad ibn Taghlak was not, however, deep- 
rooted, for when the rebellion in the Dekhan gained ground, 
and the Sultnn was called away to suppress a rising in Gujarat, 
Zafar Kh&D placed himself at the head of the southern 
insurgents, and defeated the royal troops, who immediately 
retired from the country. Hasan Gangu thereupon ascended 
the throne of the Uekhan under the style of 'Ald-ad-din 
Hasan Gdngii Bahmani. His dominions marched on the 
north with Ber&r, on the eaat with Telingana, and on the 
south and west the boundary was drawn by the river 
Kistna and the sea. They included the greater part of 
the present Bombay Presidency, south of Sural, and most 
of the Nizam's dominions. Besides the territory actually 
under his rule, he exacted submission in a greater or 
IcBB degree from the neighbouring Rajabs of Warangol 
(Telingana) and Bijanagar, with whom he and his successors 
were continually at nar, and from whom the Bahmnnis at 
various epochs drew tribute. The reign of the tenth Sultan, 
'AU-ad-din Ahmad II., was marked by a further extension 
of the Bahmani dominions. Eankan was reduced, and the 
kings of Kandaish and Gujanit defeated. Muhammad 
Shah II. in 1471 carried his arms into Orisa and captured 
Conjevoram, and on the south made war upon the Bitjah of 
Belg&on; and the Bahmani territory now reached from sea 
to sea, and included practically the whole of the Dekhan 
north of Mysore. 

This was, however, the last successful appearonce of the 
Bahmanis in the field of conciuest. The state was now 
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re-divided, and instead of tlie four provinces of Muhammad 
Sliah I.— Kulbarga, Daulatabad, Telingana, and BerAr— 
the new districts of Bijitpur and Ahsanah^d, Daulatabad and 
Junair, Rajaniundri and Warangol, Gawel and Mahur, were 
instituted. This partition of the kingdom bore the UEual 
fi-uit of disintegration, and the separate provinces gradually 
became independent. " Yuauf 'Adil Kh&n, who had com- 
manded with great success for Muhammad Sliah II,, declared 
the independence of Bajftpur, and I4'iz£m-aI-Mulk plotted 
with his son Malik Ahmad a rebellion in Junair. The death, 
by the hand of an ass&asin, of Kiz&ra-al-Mulk frustrated his 
designs, but bis son shortly afterwards carried [them] out, aud 
Junair threw off the yoke of the Bahmanl House. In BerAr 
also 'Imad-al-Mulk was proclaimed king. Thus were lost to 
the successors of Hasan Gangu the finest provinces in the 
north, west, and south-west ; and only the districts round the 
capital, with Telingana, remained ; but Telingana soon 
followed the example of the other dependencies and dccloreil 
itself free in 1512."* 

Thus from the breaking up of the Bahman! kingdom rose the 
five dynasties of the Dekhan; — the 'Adil-ShAhis of Bijdpur, 
the Nizam-ShabiB of Junair and Abmadnagnr, the Isma'il- 
ShihiB of Elichpur, the Kutb-Sb&his of Golconda, and (taking 
their origin from Barid, the minister of Mahmud II. Buh- 
mani) the Ban'd-Shdhis of Bidar. 

The Bahmani coinage consists of gold, silver, and copper. 
The National Collection does not possess any examples nf the 
gold currency, but specimens are descriliod and photographed 
in Mr. Gibhs' paper in the Numitmalic Cironicle, already 
referred to, which is the iirst detailed account of the Babmani 
gold and siver coinage. The silver, of which the Museum 
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«onUinG various Bpecimens, resemlleE the large tankas of 
Bengal. Tlic copjHjr is of three ehee, the largest being 
of remarkably lieavy weight. All the Bahmani coins are 
round. Tlie gold (according to Mr. Gibbs' paper) and tbe 
silver seem to have originally weighed about 170 grs., but 
many examples fall as low as 161 grs., and on the other 
hand one gold coin weighs as niucli as 1 95 gra. The copper 
falli into three series, — the largest, with a diameter of -85, 
weighs from 230 to 250 grs.; tbe next, diameter -75, from 
121 to 163 grs., varying in different epochs; and the third, 
with ft diameter of "65, weighs from 76 to 80 grs. See the 
table on page Ixix. 

Tbe silver coins bear usually the mint Absan&bad, the 
new name of Kulbarga, but the copperare uiintlesa. Histori- 
cally the coins — especially the fine series belonging to Mr. 
Gibbs — confirm the dates of the annalists very satisfactorily, 
though more dated specimens are required to establish the en- 
tire chronology. The inscriptions present several peculiarities. 
Various new titles of a religious character are introduced on 
the obverse, such as ^>«Bi^l Jfi\^ ^'V O'^J^'j •H'^' ^^iai-i, 
Sultdn of the epoch and tlie age, the truster in t)w assistance 
of Ike Compasaionaie ; ,_yi«*v* 0'>^j c^^'j.

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VIII. LOCAL ISSUES. 

An eightli eection of this volume ia occupied by loctil quaei- 
outotiomous issues. Ilieee are copper pieces beanug dates which 
connect them with B^bar's iuvagion, and they were doubtk'ss 
issued with his aud Humdyun's saDction, as thcydisappear with 
the triumph of Sb6r Shdh in 945. Their weight is about X4U 
gre., diameter "7 in. ; and the inscriptions are very brief: — on 
the ohv. ii-i i^^ 1^, and the date in ciphers ; on the rev. 
the name of the city, qualified by some prefix. Agrah is 
styled ^>^ljl>, %J3 and IkU, 43'^UJ>jIj ; Jaunpur is iia^ 
"district," and v>^'j')t Lahore, i>';:)*Jljl>; while Cham- 
pnoir and Mandu are without epithets. Mr. Thomas's list 
{Chninieles, pp. 385, 38<!) supplies additional mints (Oehli 
and Alwar) and epithets (.lUaJljlj and J^tjlj). 

In the Appendix descriptions are given of various coinn, 
either issued by isolated and sometimes unidentified sovereigns, 
or supplementary to the sci-ies of coins of Delhi and Bengal 
already described. Among the former are pieces recording 
the name of Kutlugh Khwajah, the Mughal general ; the 
unidentified JaUl Shdh and Shams-ad-dIn, who seem to have 
held authority in the neighbourhood of Gujardt; together 
with other uncertain princes. Id the supplementary portion 
of the Appendix arc included various pieces which were 
previously unclasscd. Among them is a silver coin which I 
ascribe, with some hesitation, to Bdrbak Shi'ih of Bengal, 
und an uncertain Bengal sovereign, possibly Firoz. Among 
the supplementary Dehli coins is a small piece similar to the 
coin described by Mr. Thomas* as having been struck by 
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Mahmiid ibn Muhammad ibn S&m. Other interesting^ Dehli 
coins are the uncertain Mahmiid Sh&h of 718, and the copper 
issues of Muhammad 'Adil. 

The following table of the weights of copper and billon coins 
described in the present volume shows that the three different 
sizes, which may as a rule be roughly distinguished by the 
diameters *75, *65, and '55, are also distinguished by their 
weights. The Jaunpur issues are especially regular, and show a 
series of three denominations, of which the highest weighed 
originally about 150 grs., the middle 75, and the lowest 37 grs. 
.This lowest weight is very rare, and also irregular ; but the 
middle denomination (or " Second Size'') remains fairly uni- 
form throughout the four d)ma8ties included in the table. The 
140 to 150 grs. of the Krst Size, however, rises to 168, 178, and 
even 195 grs. in the square issues of Malwah; but in the 
round coins of Mahmiid II. the Jaunpiir weight is revived, 
with a small reduction. In Oujar^t the Third Size is wanting ; 
but an additional " Large Size'' is struck, at about 220 grs., 
which appears to be the triple of the ordinary " Second Size," 
of which the "First Size" (140 grs.) is the double. The 
Bahmanis also coined large-sized coins of 250 grs., as well as 
First Size pieces of 126 grs., and (in a different type) of 163 
grs., which appear to indicate a variation in the standard.

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The Table of Indian Muliammadan dynasties is iDieodc 
give an outline of tlie chief changea that took place in the 
govorDment of the Indian provinceB between the time of 
Muhammad ibn Sam and the conquest of Akbar, It is of 
course incomplete, for we posBees very partial knowledge of the 
numerouB independent rulera who held single cities or districts, 
but did not succeed in founding a dynasty ; and it also seta on 
one side the Hindu dynasties, who even when they submitted 
to the power of Dehli or Gujarat or the Bahmanis, still retained 
a considerable degree of independence and authority. As a 
sketch of the relative positions of the Muhammadan slates, 
however, it will be found of some service to the student. 

In the Plates, the difficult and often obscure coinage of Bengal 
has been very fully illustrated. The copper issues of Gujarat and 
the Dabmanis, being of a aemi-effaced character, which b with 
difficulty reproduced by photography, have been more scantUy 
represented than might be wished, but the miscellaneous coins 
included in the Appendix have been amply illustrated, in the 
hope that further light may be thrown upon them by the 
researches of other students of Indian history. 

In conclusion, I must express my thanks to Mr. Thomas for 
his kind advice, and the loan of his annotated copy of the 
Chronicles of the Patkan Kings of Dehli; and to the Keeper 
of Coins, who has referred in some cases to the authority of 
Professor Rieu, I am indebted for much assistance in the 
Persian matters presented by the coins.

adopted the decision of the Bull of Pope Gregory XIII,, 
via, Yi October, 1532. Aa this is obviously the most general 
and proper date for the change of style, I have adopted Dr. 
Wiistonfeld's principle, and hare not deferred a ebronological 
change, which was adopted in 1582 by the chief nations of 
Europe of the time, until the necessity of the reform hod at 
last been understood in England. 

The second column gives the Christian day and month in 
which the Hijrah year begins. 

The Muhammadan year consists of 351 days, with an inter- 
calary day added to the last month eleven times in thirty years 
(on the 2nd, 5th, 7th, 10th, 13th, 15th, 18th, 2Ut, 21th, 28th, 
and 29th years of every thirty years). To find whether the 
intercalary day is to bo added to any given year, divide the 
year by 30, and if any of the above numbers — 2, 5, 7, 10, &c, 
—remain over, the year is one of 355 days. E.g. 30 divides 1303 
forty-three times, with 13 over ; therefore the Muhammadan 
year 1303, corresponding to our 1885-6, will contain 355 days. 

To find the oxact Christian day corresponding to any given 
Muhammadan day is a simple matter of calcolation. After 
due regard to the year being Leap-year or not, the Muham- 
madan equivalent is obtained by reckoning np the days of the 
month, allowing 30 forMuharram the Hrst month, 29 fur Safar 
the second, and so alternately 30 and 29 to the end, when the 
intercalary day must be remembered. E.g. 21 November, 
IttSl, is 31 days over the beginning of the Muhammadan year 
1302, and would therefore be the 1st of Safar, 1302. 
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
